Mavor Smih announced today, follawing
the actlon of Councile vesterday afternoon,
in taking the last legisiative step necessary
to place the $E7.100,000 transit loan st the
disposal of the Department of City Transit,
that work would bs begun on il lines of
Phlladelphia's high-speed sayatem as soon
as detalled plans have bean complated by
the engineers of the Transit Department.

Transit Director Twining hns advised
the Mayor that the detalled plans and
specifications upon which the contracts for
the now work can be let will be ready early
in October. It s likely, therefore, that blds
will b advertised for at that time for the
first work on elther the Durby elevated or
the Roxborough-Manayunk - subway-ele-
wa tedl )

It han not been definitely decided which of
the two lines will be begun first, the Mayor
pald todny. It I unlikely that both lines
will bo started at the same time, the Mayor
explnined, since the pressnt condition of the
labor market would make It imposaible to
got enough men to earny on the work on
both thesa new lner and the Broad street
subway nnd the Frankford elevated simuls
taneously.

SMITH READY TO PROCEED,

“1 had a talk recently with former Tran-
it Director Taylor an to the besat way to
proceed,” the Mayor sald, “and nlthough I
am not at liberty to announce now what he
suggestad, 1 can say that I am in full agree-
ment with his views. It was agroesd that
the present condition of the labor market
would make it Impossible to carry on the
work on avery line of the high-speed system
pimultannousiy.”

When asked whether the prevailing high
prices of steel and other building materinls
would cause any delay In letting contracts,
the Mnyor replled that uniess the prices
of materinls soared beyond nll reason thia
phould not causs any delny, particulariy
gince former Director Taytor, In making the
cont estimatea of the various lines, added 10
per cent. for possible higher prices of
materialn

““The peaple by thelr vote on May 16"
eontinued the Mayor, “proved bheyond all
questlon that they want rapld transit, and
it Is for me ns Mayor to sée that thay get
what they wunt an soon ns possible.”

LEASING PLAN NOT SETTLED,

When asked what progresa has been
mnde In the negotiationa with Philadelphin
Rapld Transit Company for the leasing
and operation of the ecity-built high-speed
system, the Mayor sald:

“The nd men's convention and the mov-
{ng of the troops have so occupled my time
for the last two weeks that T have had no
opportunity to eall n conference of the
e¢ity members on the Transit Board ns I
had planned to do, With thess other
matters cared for I shall call & mesting
early next weele to tnke some definite
stepu.”

The Mayor ia anxious to work out an
agreement with the Rapld Transit Company
as soon as possihle, since no work can be
done on the FPrankford elevated south of
Callowhill street until it is known how the
1ine shall be operated. If the Rapld Transit
Company falls to make an equitable agree-
ment, the approprintion bill passed yester-
day by Councils provides §5,000,000 to
bulld a Chestnut street subway as a link
between the Frankford elevated and the
Darby elovated and also to maks the olty.

Director Krusen Is having printed today
n pamphlet which will be used as a form
letter to be mailed to physiclans through-
out the city, glving them Instructions on
the #clentifie precautions necessary. He ex-
pects the pamphlets to be off tha presses
tonight and will have them mniled tomor-
row.

NO EPIDEMIC, SAYS KRUSEN,

‘““There ia no infantile paralysis epldemie
in Philadelphin,” Doctor Krusen sald. At
present thers are Known to be only two
casen of the dissasa In the city. They have
been [(solated in the wird which has been
got anida for such cases in the Municipa)

Hospital, Two cases do not make an
epldemie.
“f belleve that Philadelphia Is In neo

danger of n general spreading of the dis-
enge. Ono of the principal reasons it has
taken such a hold In New York and Brook-
I¥yn is because of the extremely congested
districts there, Philadelphia Is a clty of
homes. As a consequence, a moajority of
such disenses are Individually lsolated. But
regardless of the fact that conditions are
in our favor as compared with conditions
in New York and Brooklyn, we are not
overlooking any precautionary measures,

INSTRUCTIONS TO PUBLIC,

“I would 1llke to Instruct the people
through the EveNiNg Lepakn on whal they

should do to help tha Department of
Health,
First. Send for the famlily physielan the

minute your child |s taken alck. OF special
Importance is this to be done If the rhild
has a high fever, Is sirlcken with nausen
and hecomes apathetic.

Second. If the family physician Is In
doubt he should be requested to send Lo
the Health Department for one of our
trained dlagnosticlans,

Third. If you are afrald of posaible in-
fectlon or of earrying Infection, do not kias
a child's llps. Also be wary of persons who
are coughing or sneazing.

Fourth—Keen fMlles away
child's face, Swat the fly.

Fifth—In caring for a sick child keep the
hands thoroughly clean,

Sixth—Partioular sanitary eare of the
personnel and habitationa should be taken

OUTDOOR CAMPS URGED,

Dr. Charles K. Mlils, emeritus professor
of neuresthenla in the Univernity of Penn-
sylvania and senlor member of the staff of
the Philadelphia Hospltal, who has made
investigations of Infantila paralysis epi-
demics and conducted campalgns aguinst
them in the Lehigh Valley, on the Atlantic
coast ahd In Sweden, advises the establish-
ment of outdoor camps, entirely [solated,
if the diseass should obtaln a foothold in
Philadalphia,

“Whils the exact methods In. which
pollomyelatis, or infantila paralysis,” wsaid
Doctor Mills, “spreada in a community has
not been fully established, there are good
reasons for belleving that this disastrous
result 8 brought about in two or three
Wayd.

“In the first place, the Infection s un-
doubtedly conveysd by such agencies ns
the fly, the insect host or whatever It may
be. Unquestionably it has a tendency to dis-
tribute itself over given reglons, as it did
In the Lehigh Valley and Is doing now in
Neow York.

“This beipng the case, It is clearly de-
slrable and possible of even golng to the
expense of removing children who may be
threatened am well as those already af-
filcted to localities where the disease has
not shown Hasalf. I understand that the
State Board of Health s making provisions
bearing on the question, such as the estab-
llehment of tent camps for children.

“It t8 self evident that If the camp or
eny form of segregation Is resorted to, It
should be done in such a way as not to
thPeaten new conupunities, The place for
segregation should be as fur as possible
from places clopely Inhabited, such us, for
example. the slopes of the Alleghanies.

“Hy removing children attacked on one
hand and children of & community or nelgh-
borhaod which have not become victims of
the discase, two things are accomplishaed.
One 18 the danger of climatic and atmos-
pherie conditions in the community are not
present. The second Is that It prevenis the
spread of disease by Individual contact,

that the disease probably enters nnd lenves
ty the nose and throat. The mucous mem-
branes of those parts become the secondary
host of the diseass germs,

"Ax vou cannot plek out ¢hildren who
nre nble to rasist the disease, the moani-
fent duty of the doctor and health authori-
ties in to ghield them as far as possible,
During the serlous prevalence of the dis-
aase families, ns far as possible, should
keep their own children awny from other
childron, especinlly thoss they know noth-
ing of.

With regard to the éarriers of the disense,
It s difMcult to be exnct. 1 have known of
cases of the diseass In which chickens,
birds and cats have been the carriera
Therefore |t stands to reason that thoe
parents should keep their children awny
from cats and other animals they know
nothing of.

PLAN LINE OF peFENSE

Tho bordera of the State will ba pptrolled

INFANT SCOURGE MAY CONTINUE
ALL SUMMER IN NEW YORK

NEW YORK, July 7.—0verworked Board
aof Health officials, who have been striv-
Ing unsuccesafully to ocheck the infantile
paralysin epldemic. admitted today their
ballef that the scourge would probably con-
tinua throughout the summer. The mor-
tality scontinues at about 24 per cent—
higher than ever recorded in previous out-
breaks here

Twentyv-two deaths were reported in the
24 hours ending nt 10 o'clock, against 24
in the previous 24 hours. There weres 87
new  cases reported During the preced-
ing 24 hours 133 now casea had developed,
Although the figures are emaller, it was
snid that the disease was Increasing in
some dlstricts which had hitherto been
Immuneé from it

There are 400 cases belng treated in two
hospitals in Brooklyn, whereas,on July 1
only 321 cases of the disease wera known
to exist In the entira city.
